HOPKINS ACADEMY 


COMMEMORATING HOPKINS ACADEMY’S THREE HUNDRED YEARS 


The front cover shows the various permanent buildings hous- 
ing Hopkins Academy from 1817 to the present time. Records 
covering the period from 1664 to 1817 are incomplete in their 
descriptions of early school buildings except for references to 
Nathaniel Ward’s home in the 1660’s and to a 25 x 18 foot building 
in “the middle of the broad street” in 1698. No reliable records 
have been found indicating exact locations of the schools or 
complete descriptions of the buildings used by the town prior 
to 1817. 


In 1817, the town erected a plain brick school building three 
stories high, that fronted south on Midale Lane, later known as 
Academy Lane and now as Russell Street. It is located in the 
general area where Edwin Podolak’s Law Office now stands. On 
February 18, 1860, this building and all of its contents burned. 


After a delay of nearly five years, a new building was oc- 
cupied in December of 1865. It was located in the center of the 
town on the corner of Middle Street and Russell Street where 
the Russell School now stands. During the night of December 
14, 1893, fire again destroyed the Hopkins Academy building. 


In 1894, Hopkins Academy moved into the second floor of 
the new huilding erected on the site of the recently burned 
building. This building, the present Russell School, was built 
for approximately $15,000 and the second floor was leased to 
the Hopkins Academy Trustees for $290 a year. 


In 1908, the Trustees purchased the Dr. Bonney property 
for the new academy building. The renovation of the home was 
completed for the opening of school in September 1909. This 
building served as the home of Hopkins Academy until Decem- 
ber of 1954 when the present building was ready for occupancy.

Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs to meet 
in the Town Hall on Monday, the 8th day of February, 1965 at 
ten-thirty in the forenoon for election of Town Officers and on 
Saturday, the 13th day of February, 1965 at one P.M. to act on 
all articles: 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town.

The polls will be open at ten-thirty in the forenoon and 
kept open at least four hours as the majority of the voters shall 
direct, but in no case later than eight o’clock in the evening. 


Article 2. To authorize the Selectmen to sell and convey 
by proper deeds in the name of the Town any land owned by the 
Town or to grant an easement in any land owned or in control 
of the Town or act anything thereon. 
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Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to defend all suits that may be brought against the Town, em- 
ploying counsel when same be needed or act anything thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January lst, 1965, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell after giving notice of sale, in some convenient place in 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale of property taken 
by the Town under tax title procedure provided that the Select- 
men or whomsoever they may authorize to hold public auction, 
may reject any bids which may deem to be inadequate or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums of money as shall be deemed necessary to 
defray the current expenses of the current financial year and to 
fix the salary and compensation of all elected officials of the 
Town as provided by Section 108 of Chapter 41 of the Gereral 
Laws as amended: Moderator; Selectmen; Town Clerk; Tax Col- 
lector; Treasurer: Assessors; Constables; Board of Welfare; 
Board of Health; Elector Under the Oliver Smith Will; and Sewer 
Board Commissioners, or take any action thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts under provisions of Chapter 
90 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of twenty-four thousand dollars ($24,000.00) 
twelve thousand ($12,000.00) the State’s share, six thousand 
($6,000.00) the County’s share, and six thousand ($6,000.00) dol- 
lars the Town’s share, for the reconstruction of portions of East 
Street, Rocky Hill Road and Bay Road or take any action thereon.

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the County of Hampshire for the maintenance of Chap- 
ter 90 roads under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) the State’s share, two thousand ($2,000.00) 
dollars the County’s share, and two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) 
the Town’s share, totaling six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) or 
act anything thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the State under the provisions of 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-four thousand eight hundred ($24,800.00) 
dollars, the State’s share seventeen thousand fifty ($17,050.00) 
dollars and the Town’s share seven thousand seven hundred fifty 
($7,750.00) dollars or take any action thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of money from available funds, and that this sum be used 
in computing the Tax Levy for 1965 or take any action thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of reimbursing the 
cost of clearing land as a result of 1951 Easement on property 
at 168 Russell Street or take any action thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of twelve hundred dollars($1,200.00) for the 
purpose of completing repairs on the West Street Fire Station or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of painting the ex- 
terior of the North Hadley Hall or take any action thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for the 
purpose of a survey to establish the true boundary line between 
Hadley and Amherst or take any action thereon. 
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Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of extending the side- 
walk easterly from Spruce Hill Road approximately five hundred 
feet (500 ft.) or take any action thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town wili authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase a portable sand spreader body for the Highway De- 
partment. Appropriated sum to be taken from the Road Machin- 
ery Earnings Fund or take any action thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to have Chmura Road surveyed and laid out 3 rods 
wide from Lawrence Plain Road to the ski tow, make an appro- 
priation for exvense of this survey, also to accept any gifts of 
land along said right of way, and if necessary, to take by eminent 
domain any land needed to complete the layout or take any 
action thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate nine hundred ($900.00) dollars for the purpose of 
painting academic classrooms in Hopkins and exterior trim of 
Hooker School or take any action thereon. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the following sums of money necessary to defray the 
following expenses for the ensuing year: Power for sewer plant, 
one thousand eight hundred dollars ($1,800.00); Sewer Super- 
intendent’s salary ($2.25 per hour) one thousand eight hundred 
fifty dollars ($1,850.00); maintenance of sewer plant two hun- 
dred fifty dollars ($250.00); expenses of “tie-ins” to property 
lines, two thousand one hundred dollars ($2,100.00), or take any 
action thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to have a portion 
of the cost of the maintenance of the sewer system of the Town 
of Hadley and of any debt contracted for sewer purposes be borne 
by the establishment of an annual charge for the use of sewers, 
or take any action thereon. 
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Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to approve the 
establishment of an annual charge for the use of sewers equal 
to thirty per cent (30%) of the annual water bill for the year 
of assessment which annual charge for the use of sewers shall 
be collected from every person who enters his sewer or drain, 
directly or indirectly, into the main or common sewerage system 
of the Town of Hadley by the Sewer Commissioners in such 
form and at such times or time as the Sewer Commissioners 
shall determine, or take any action thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law on abandoned, wrecked, dismantled or discarded 
vehicles or take any action relative thereto: 


BY-LAW ON ABANDONED, WRECKED. DISMANTLED 
OR DISCARDED VEHICLES 


Section 1: The following definitions shall apply in the in- 
terpretation and enforcement of this by-law: 


(1) “Person” shall mean any person, firm, partnership, as- 
sociation, corporation, company, or organization of any kind. 


(2) “Vehicle” shall mean a machine propelled by power other 
than human power designed to travel along the ground by use 
of wheels, treads, runners, or slides and transports persons or 
property or pull machinery and shall include, without limita- 
tion, automobile, truck, trailer, motorcycle, tractor, buggy, and 
wagon. 


(3) “Street or highway” shall mean the entire width between 
the boundary lines of every way publicly maintained when any 
part thereof is open to the use of the public for purposes of vehi- 
cular travel. 


(4) “Property” shall mean any real property within the Town 
of Hadley which is not a street highway. 


Section 2: No person shall abandon any vehicle within the 
Town of Hadley and no person shall leave any vehicle at any 
place within the Town of Hadley for such time and under such 
circumstances as to cause such vehicle reasonably to appear to 
have been abandoned. 
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Section 3: No person shall leave any partially dismantled, 
non-operating, wrecked, or junked vehicle on any street or high- 
way within the Town of Hadley. 


Section 4: No person in charge or control of any property 
within the Town, whether as owner, tenant, occupant, lessee, or 
otherwise, shall allow any partially dismantled, non-operating, 
wrecked, junked or discarded vehicle to remain on such property 
longer than seventy-two (72) hours; and no person shall leave 
any such vehicle on any property within the Town for a longer 
time than seventy-two (72) hours; except that this By-law shall 
not apply with regard to a vehicle in an enclosed building; a 
vehicle on the premises of a business enterprise operated in a 
lawful place and manner when necessary to the operation of 
such business enterprise; or a vehicle in storage place or deposi- 
tory maintained for said purposes in a lawful place and manner 
in the Town of Hadley. 


Section 5: Any person violating any provision of this By-law 
shall be fined in an amount not exceeding Twenty Dollars ($20). 
Each day such violation is committed or permitted to continue 
shall constitute a separate offense and shall be punishable as 
such hereunder. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 
22D of Chapter 40 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts hereinafter set forth or take any other action 
relative thereto: 


Section 22D: In a city or town which accepts this section, 
as hereinafter provided, the city council or board of Selectmen, 
or if. in any city or town, some other board or commission is 
empewered to establish traffic regulations, such other board or 
commission, may adopt, amend, alter or repeal rules and reg- 
ulations, with such limitations, if any, as may be deemed proper, 
authorizing the chief officer of the police department or such 
sergeants or other officers of higher rank in the police depart- 
ment as he may from time to time designate, to remove, to some 
convenient place through the agency of a person or persons in 
the employ of the police department or by an independent con- 
tractor selected in accordance with law, by-law or ordinance, 
on the basis of competitive bids, any vehicle parked or standing 
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on any part of any way under the control of the municipality in 
such a manner as to impede in any way the removal or plowing 
of snow or ice or in violation of any rule or regulation which 
prohibits the parking or standing of all vehicles on such ways or 
portions thereof at such time and recites that whoever violates 
it shall be liable to charges for the removal and storage of the 
vehicle as well as subiect to punishment by fine. Vehicles owned 
by the Commonwealth or a political subdivision thereof or by the 
United States or any instrumentality thereof or registered by a 
member of a foreign diplomatic corps or by a foreign consular 
office who is not a citizen of the United State and bearing a dis- 
tinctive number plate or otherwise conspicuously marked as 
so owned or registered, shall not, however, be subject to such 
removal. Regulations and such signs as may be necessary shall 
be subject to the provisions of section two of chapter eighty-five. 
Liability may be imposed for the reasonable cost of such removal, 
and for the storage charges, if any, resulting therefrom, upon the 
owner of such vehicle; provided, however, that the liability so 
imposed for removal shall not exceed eight dollars ($8.00), and 
that the liability so imposed for storage shall not exceed one dol- 
lar and fifty cents ($1.50) for any twenty-four hour period and 
one dollar ($1.00) for any lesser period. Neither the removal nor 
storage of a vehicle under the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed to be services rendered or work performed by the mun- 
icipality or the police department of such municivality. The con- 
tractor shall be liable to the owner of such vehicle for any dam- 
age caused to it arising out of negligence in the course of such 
removal and storage. 


This section shall take effect in a city having a Plan D or 
Plan E charter by the affirmative vote of a majority of all the 
members of the city council, and, in the case of other cities by 
vote of the city council, subiect to the provisions of the charter, 
and in a town by vote of a town meeting. Acceptance may be 
revoked in like manner at any time after the expiration of one 
year from the date of acceptance. 


The provisions of this section shall not apply to the city of 
Boston. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Assessors to enter into a contract for the preparation 
of an Assessors’ map of the Town of Hadley and to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for said purpose or take any action 
relative thereon. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by post- 
ing attested conies at the usual places: one at the Town Hall, one 
at the Hadley Post Office and one at the store of Earl R. Hahn 
all in said town seven days at least before the time of holding 
said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with 
your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time and place 
of aforesaid meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


Following the several meetings of the Finance Committee 
with the school board and the Board of Selectmen where an 
exhaustive study was made of the Budgets for the School De- 
partment and the Town of Hadley and of the Articles of the 
Warrant for the Annual Meeting, we submit herewith our rec- 
ommendations for your consideration; 


1. It is reeommended that the Voters take favorable action 
on Articles 1 through 5. 


2. The Finance Committee also recommends favorable ac- 
tion on Items 1 through 60 in Article 6. NOTES: 


1. Reduction in items 11, 12, and 15 are recommended 
since these Departments will no longer have to provide for legal 
fees in their budgets. 


2. The selectmen have pointed out the need for a new desk 
and more efficient layout of the town clerk’s office and we con- 
cur in this by recommending additional funds for this project. 


3. This item has been reduced since the fire department 
has turned over the snow removal around the hydrants to the 
water district. 


4. We agree that heavy expenses are likely to be incurred 
in item 19 this year due to the gas line installation, but it is diffi- 
cult to prdict even an approximate figure, therefore rather than, 
appropriate the full amount requested, we feel it wiser to trans- 
fer additional money as required. 


3. Articles 7 through 9 are recommended as in the past so 
that the town can maintain its fine road program for the benefit 
of its townspeople. 


4. Article 10 is recommended. Favorable action is recom- 
mended under Article 10 with the condition that a minimum of 
$25,000.00 be kept in available funds for unseen emergencies. 


5. It is recommended that Article 11 be acted on favorably. 
It is unfortunate that such a long delay has occurred in this 
action and it is recommended that prompt action be taken to 
clear this matter. 
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6. Article 12 is recommended. $1,200.00 is a small sum for 
preserving a building so that it may provide many more useful 
years of service to the town. 


7. Article 13 is recommended. Not only will the exterior 
painting of this building protect it from the elements, but it will 
also help to preserve the beauty of North Hadley. 


8. Reestablishment of the Town line is a necessity. Article 
14 is therefore recommended without reservation. 


9. Article 14 is recommended. The committee feels that the 
extending of the sidewalk here will provide further safety in 
the Spruce Hill area. 


10. The request under Article 16 is recommended without 
reservation. 


11. Article 17 is recommended in its entirety. 


12. Article 18 is reeommended. Maintenance of our existing 
school plant cannot be overlooked. 


13. Favorable action is reeommended under Articles 19, 20, 
and 21. The sewer system of necessity will be as important to 
our town as its water system. With greater emphasis being placed 
on sanitation, our sewer system will grow rapidly. We must pro- 
vide a sound economic base for maintaining this system. 


14. We recommend favorable action on Article 22 and 23. 
Junk cars are rapidly becoming America’s number one nuisance. 
Hadley is a beautiful New England Town. Article 22 is insurance 
to keep it that way. 


Our budget costs have risen sharply over the past year. The 
exemptions for real estate owners over 70 is now in full effect 
and rising steadily. The school loan, the interest for the first six 
months on the loan, plus the sewer loan and the interest on it, 
are the major contributors to our increased budget ($43,247.50). 


Budget increases of this nature are an indication of the 
town’s growth and ever increasing needs. New homes and busi- 
ness properties in the town will provide additional revenue, but 
an increase to the taxpayers burden appears inevitable.

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Throughout the year of 1964, the Town has experienced con- 
tinued growth and progress along with many accompanying 
problems. Several new business firms have located in town and 
prospects of more appearing brighter. The sewage disposal plant 
is now complete and in operation; new home construction is 
steadily on the increase. With a population approaching 3700 and 
a budget exceeding one-half million dollars, conducting \com- 
munity affairs is becoming a complex undertaking. Progressive 
attitudes and continued study by Town officials is necessary not 
only to cope with existing situations, but also to anticipate prob- 
lems of the future. The Town of Hadley is rapidly approaching 
that stage whereby more departments will be needed, as well as 
full-time employees to conduct the affairs of such departments. 


Town Hall 


One of the main problems confronting town officials now is 
the poor condition of the Town Hall. Office space is badly needed 
as there are now 14 departments sharing 4 offices. The heating 
systems are inefficient and in need of repair, sanitary facilities 
are inadequate, and the building needs painting both inside and 
out. (Plans must be m3de to improve the interior of the building 
and to preserve it as a historic landmark.) Further improve- 
ments which must be considered include more polling booths 
and a larger ballot box. This became apparent at the last nation- 
al election and with the voter registration up to 1700. A study 
of present needs at the Town Hall will be made and recommen- 
dations proposed at the 1966 Annual Town Meeting. 


Roads, Street Lights and Traffic 


North East Street and part of Rocky Hill Road from East 
Street to River Drive should be completed before the June 30, 
1965 deadline with Chapter 90 funds. Piping and catch basins 
have been installed, the road raised and widened, with one coat 
of bituminous concrete applied. The residents of this area are 
to be commended for their patience in the inconvience imposed 
upon them during the construction. 


Plans have been completed for the drainage and resurfacing 
of Bay Road also under Chapter 90 funds. This project is sched- 
uled to start in June, 1965. 
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Shattuck Road has been laid out by engineers and is ready 
for viewing by the County Commissioners in accordance with 
Article 10 passed at the 1964 Annual Town Meeting. 


To protect the condition of town roads, bond has been posted 
on roads used by trucks hauling gravel for Route 91 construction. 
Damages resulting from heavy trucking will be paid by the truck- 
ing firms using these roads. 


Funds obtained under Chapter 81 for road maintenance are 
to be used primarily in improving drainage, since most town 
roads are already in good condition. The old Amherst sewer 
line, which has been donated to the town, will be used for sur- 
face drainage in North Hadley. 


With the cooperation of the Western Massachusetts Electric 
Company, a study has been made of the lighting conditions on 
Town roads. Some areas of heavy activity, such as intersections 
and business areas, have already had new lights installed. Street 
lights on Route 9 will be changed to provide better lighting at 
a reduced cost. 


The heavy influx of traffic on Route 9, especially between the 
hours of 7-9 am and 4-6 pm. have brought about increased con- 
cern. The situation is expected to become more serious with the 
propcsed interchange of Route 91 in the vicinity of Coolidge 
Bridge in Northampton and the new sports stadium at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. The number of accidents is still in- 
creasing despite efforts of State and local police to enforce speed 
limits. The Town has petitioned the State for a speed control 
study on both Route 9 and Route 47. A meeting with members 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works Traffic Di- 
vision and the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles has been 
scheduled for February, 1965, to discuss problems associated with 
these two highways. 


Natural Gas Lines 


The town has gained an additional source of revenue through 
the taxation of property owned by the Berkshire Gas Co. The 
Company has posted bond and will repair damages ensuing from 
the laying of gas lines on both town and private property. Lawns, 
roads, and driveways which are now covered by temporary 
patches will be restored to their original condition in the Spring 
of 1965 at the expense of Berkshire Gas Co. Every effort was 
made to protect natural resources and landscaping. The Select- 
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men are pleased to report that the Gas Company has complied 
with the specifications set up by the Board. 
Park Commission 


With the appropriation approved at the 1964 Town Meeting, 
the Commission has succeeded in relocating and repairing the 
Little League fields at Hopkins Academy and in North Hadley. 
Safety features, including backstops, benches, and fences, have 
been installed. 


In an effort to provide areas of winter recreation, ice skating 
rinks have been started on the Little League fields. The Com- 
mission extends its thanks to the Highway Department and the 
North Hadley Fire Department for their cooperation. 


After the construction of the new Hopkins Gymnasium, the 
Commission recommends that the old gym be maintained by the 
Town for winter recreational activities. 


During its first year, the posts on the Park Commission have 
been filled by the Board of Selectmen. In 1965, however, these 
positions will be open for election. 


Town Departments 


The North Hadley Firefighters are to be commended for their 
tremendous effort in making the North Hadley Fire Station one 
of the finest in the area. The successful completion of this project 
was made possible only through the unselfish donation of time 
of the members of this Department. 


Repairs of the north wall of the base fire station on West 
Street were completed in accordance with the Articles approved 
at the 1964 Town Meeting. The Board recommends the comple- 
tion of the repairs as proposed in the 1965 Town Warrant. 

The residents of Hadley can be justly proud of their Fire 


Department, not only for the efficiency with which it operates, 
but also for the spirit and pride with which the members perform 
their duties. 


The Board also wishes to commend the Board of Health and 
the Sewer Commission upon the successful completion of their 
first year. Both have performed admirably under difficult condi- 
tions. 
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This report would not be complete without an expression of 
thanks to all personnel under the direction of the Board of Se- 
lectmen for a capable performance of their duties; to other Town 
Boards and Officials for their cooperation in matters requiring 
joint consideration; and to Town Counsel Atty. Elisabeth Porada 
for her valuable advise and assistance. A special note of thanks 
is extended to former Town Counsel Atty. Edwin C. Podolak for 
many years in which he provided the Town with legal counsel. 
His services were greatly appreciated and it was with regret that 
the Board accepted his resignation.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE BOARD 


Problems confronted by the Welfare department are similiar 
to other departments. The cost to operate is the major one. Be- 
cause the life snan of the individual has increased, so has the 
need for aid to the aged. In most cases, it is not the individuals 
desire to be a “case”, but it is a variety of circumstances beyond 
his or her control that places him in this predicament. 


We are requesting a $2,000.00 increase over last year’s 
budget. The reasons are self-explanatory — more aid has been 
reguested and given. At the beginning of 1964, our department 
had only three persons under ‘Medical Aid to the Aged’, now 
we have seven, with two more pending. The “Disability Assis- 
tance” account carried only one at the start of the year, now it 
has three with another to be added. During the past twelve 
months, we have had nine cases under “Old Age Assistance” and 
more to be expected. “General Relief” and “Aid to the Depen- 
dent Children” operated on a more normal basis with no noticeble 
increase over previous years. 


For the first time, we intend to combine all five welfare ac- 
counts (Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance, Aid to Depen- 
dent Children, Medical Aid to the Aged, and General Relief) in- 
to one, called ‘Public Assistance’. We feel that it will be more 
economical. In the past, either a special town meeting had to be 
called to transfer funds from one account to another or a request 
made of the Finance committee to transfer from their reserve 
fund to replenish the account that was in danger of being over- 
drawn because of unexpected or emergency expenditures. This 
created an added expense to the town. By combining them, it 


should eliminate the need for a special town meeting to transfer 
funds. 


During the past year, we were indeed fortunate to have such 
a capable and efficient person as Mrs. Clark for our Welfare Di- 
rector. To her, we wish to extend our sincere appreciation for 
her cooperation and hard work.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Immediately following the February 1964 annual town meet- 
ing, at which this Committee was unanimously voted into exist- 
ence and was given $10,000 with which to operate, the Committee 
began to interview firms of architects to draw plans for proposed 
additions and changes at Hopkins Academy. The report and rec- 
ommendations of the earlier School Building Needs Committee 
were reviewed. By the end of April the School Committee and 
the Superintendent had completed educational specifications 
which described specific curriculm plans and number of rooms 
according to the requirements of the School Building Assistance 
Commission, the agency responsible for granting State aid. The 
specifications showed a need for added shop and music room fa- 
cilities to allow renovation in the existing building, as well as a 
new gymnasium with lockers, cafetorium with kitchen and stage 
and a physics laboratory. Changes within the existing building 
allow expansion of the mathematics, language and biology pro- 
grams; an increase in library and academic counseling space were 
planned for. 


These specifications were submited to the SBAC, and were 
approved by them on May 12, 1964. This approval constituted 
formal recognition of our project required by the article which 
created the Building Committee. 


With the project formally established, the Building Commit- 
tee signed a contract with the firm of Alderman & MacNeish, Ar- 
chitects and Engineers, of West Springfield to develop prelim- 
ary plans. The Building Committee reviewed several proposals 
of the architects during the summer of 1964, and in September, 
voted to select one which was then sent to the SBAC to review 
for compliance with the educational specifications. Approval of 
the preliminary plans was granted by the SBAC on September 
17, 1964. 


Information about the project and selected plan was assem- 
bled by the Building Committee and was presented to the town 
through a brochure which described all phases of the project in 
detail, and through a public meeting held on October 30 in the 
Town Hall. 


A special Town Meeting was held on November 6 at which 
the project was given a recorded favorable vote by the town of 
359 to 19. Through this vote, the total remaining estimated cost 
of $695,000.00 will be paid by the transfer of $27,000 for renova- 
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tion from available funds and by issuing $668,000 for new con- 
struction in bonds following State approval. The record of the 
Town vote was submitted to SBAC, and the formal commission 
voted on November 10, 1964 to support the project at a rate of 
47.69% State assistance for new construction and equipment with 
an estimated grant of $323,338. 


The project was then submitted to the State Emergency Fi- 
nance Board for approval of the bond issue. After a hearing, 
approval was unanimously granted on December 29, 1964. 


At a meeting of the School Building Committee on January 
6, 1965, a second contract was signed with Alderman & MacNeish 
for the completion of working drawings, preparation of speci- 
fications and general supervision of construction. At the writing 
of this report, the Committee exvects that construction could be- 
gin on or about April 15, 1965. The shop and music room addi- 
tion will be completed to allow renovation of the existing build- 
ing with occupation of these facilities by September, 1965. We 
now anticipate that the gymnasium and cafetorium will be ready 
by December, 1965. 


The Building Committee members have met 28 times this 
past year. In addition, representatives of the Committee met 
three times with the School Building Assistance Commission and 
once with the Emergency Finance Board in Boston; and it has 
held three public meetings. The Building Committee will keep 
the Town informed as work on the proiect progresses.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Your school committee wishes to submit its annual report 
for the year 1964. The year has been a busy one with the partici- 
pation of your school committee on the building committee. We 
drew up the anticipated educational requirements of the Hadley 
school system which are the basis of the need for the new con- 
struction. These requirements had to be approved by the State 
Building Assistance Commission in Boston before any work 
could proceed with the drawing of preliminary plans of the new 
addition. Perhaps the greatest change in these educational spec- 
ifications for the future of the children of Hadley will be the 
elimination of the vocational-agriculture program in our system. 
Your school committee has decided to substitute an industrial 
arts program for the vocational-agriculture program. This de- 
cision was made after a thorough investigation and consultations 
with experts from the state in each field. We feel that industrial 
arts will do more for the slow learner plus it will be a course 
that all may participate in, even the college bound student or 
technical student should be glad to acquire a basic knowledge 
of tools and how to use them. Industrial arts is a required course 
in most of the larger school systems. 


At this time we wish to thank the people of Hadley for the 
support shown the new school addition; your school committee 
has asked for only those basic needs which we feel are required 
for the children of our system. 


Along with the new building construction we have a con- 
stant maintenance problem with our other buildings. We will 
not enumerate all our repairs but only say we have spent quite a 
bit of money at Russell School in the last few years; this year hav- 
ing the roof fixed. Our other schools have the usual minor prob- 
lems but they are costly even though they are minor because the 
calling in of outside skilled labor is costly. We hope to keep our 
buildings in top shape. They are town property and are easily 
seen in the center of town. 


At this time we might say that with the addition of the new 
buildings we will have additional maintenance and your com- 
mittee has already given these problems some thought. We have 
partially decided on a new sysetm of maintenance which will be 
introduced when the new building is completed and will give 
the people of Hadley cleaner buildings and a more efficient cus- 
todial operation. At this point we are sure it would be worthy 
to mention the fact that Russell and Hooker schools have been 
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tied in with the new sewer system. With this done we feel we 
have elinminated two large problem areas. Hooker school was 
a constant source of trouble with the cafeteria wastes etc., and 
it would seem as though every year when we had two feet of 
frost in the ground we would always have trouble with the septic 
tank or the lines plugging up. 


This year one additional hired bus was added to our system. 
With our constantly expanding school population in the outlying 
areas transportation is becoming a problem. Your committee 
feels that the town of Hadley should get out of the bus business. 
As our present buses get old and more costly to maintain they 
should be sold and another bus put ont to contract. Your com- 
mittee has discussed this problem with the Department of Ed- 
ucation and found that few communities own their own buses. 
Contrary to any belief the Town of Hadley pays only a fixed 
amount of their transportation costs which are based on a pupil’s 
age and mileage ratio; all other costs are reimbursed by the state. 
With the elimination of our buses we will have fuller use of our 
custodians in the school system where they will have more time 
with their duties when the classrooms are empty. 


This year our system had the normal turnover in teachers 
but we had two people retire who are worthy of mention in our 
report. Mr. Vernon D. Stiles retired as teacher-principal at 
Russell School and we certainly want to thank him for his years 
of steady dependable service to our students. Miss Mildred Pierce 
retired because of illness as teacher-principal of Hooker School 
and we cannot adequately express in words the service she has 
rendered, but hers has been a career devoted and dedicated to 
the children of Hadley. 


Effective September of 1965 the state minimum for teachers 
has been raised once again and we must once more provide for 
it. This one item in our budget represents about 70% of our 
school costs and if the state legislature is going to dictate these 
standards for our system then we feel they should also be re- 
sponsible for the costs. Perhaps there was a need for raising the 
minimum salaries of our teachers to compete with other states 
but there is also a need to raise the state aid to education. Mas- 
achusetts at present ranks last or very close to last on state aid 
to education and therefore the brunt of the taxes have been put 
on to the property tax owner. We have elected state officials 
from our area and as we enter a new year we think some pressure 
should be applied in this matter. We feel sure they will do 
nothing until they feel the pressure of the people who elect them. 
Hadley is a growing community and as such her school system 
has to grow too and cannot help to be one of the more costlier 
items in the town. 
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Your school committee has worked very hard this year meet- 
ing on the first Monday of the month with many special meetings 
in between. We have tried to give our children the best edu- 
cation possible and still remain within the limits of our town’s 
financial ability. 


In closing we have tried to cooperate with all the clubs and 
organizations who have used the schools facilities over the past 
year. We would like to thank everyone who has helped the 
school department this year especially the other departments in 
the town.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Hadley: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Superinten- 
dent of the Hadley Public Schools. 


The Hadley townspeople’s vote for a new addition has cre- 
ated a feeling of appreciation for the many features that will 
create a better learning environment. Children, parents, teachers 
administrators and many others who understand the education 
functions of the school will greatly appreciate the new addition 
to Hopkins Academy. 


Teacher morale has been improved by increased communi- 
cation between teachers, school committee and administration. 
The Teachers’ Association has proposed a code for professional 
lines of communication. This plan is more than words on paper 
because it will become alive when it is interpreted and applied 
as specific questions arise. The School Committee anticipates 
providing a salary schedule that will be in proper relationship 
with other teachers’ salaries in this area. The teachers acknow- 
ledged the action taken by the school committee relative to the 
proposed salary adjustment and expressed their appreciation. 


Plans have been completed for a part time Guidance Direc- 
tor for the 1964-1965 school year and a full time Guidance Di- 
rector in September 1965. The Committee agreed that the Hadley 
school children would greatly benefit from the services of a 
remedial reading teacher for the upper grades, a part time French 
teacher for elementary pupils and possibly a special class teacher. 


The fifth grade teachers are grouping their combined classes 
for reading instruction. Grouping pupils for reading allows 
children to proceed at their own rate with children of the same 
ability. Children with low ability in reading are able to receive 
more individual attention from their teacher when they are 
placed together in a class. Plans are being formulated to group 
Math and reading at Russell School. 


Two Advisory Councils have been organized. A Building 
Council will study particular problems relating to curriculum, 
personnel policies, textbooks, teaching materials, and other prob- 
lems that arise within their particular building. A Staff Council 
will work on problems that involve the entire school system. 


Three teachers’ workshops were held at the Hooker School. 
A Mathematics Workshop was held on January 14. A Language 
Arts Workshop was held on March 24 and a Childcraft Encyclo- 
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pedia Workshop was held in September. These workshops helped 
teachers increase their understanding of the learning process 
and the rapid growth of knowledge within various subject fields. 
An in-service Modern Math course is being planned for all ele- 
mentary grade teachers, the ten session course will be completed 
in May 1965. 


Our recent speech survey showed a good percentage of 
speech disorders. Although all teachers are not able to diagnose 
and treat all speech defects, all teachers can help pupils in the 
matter of speech correction. Speech is largely an imitative 
matter. Parents’ and teachers’ speech will do much to help chil- 
dren, either consciously or unconsciously. 


The parents of our Hadley school children displayed an in- 
tense interest in schools during American Education Week. 
Parent-teacher conferences were held every afternoon during 
the week of November 9. The conferences served as a two-way 
method of face-to-face communication for the benefit of the 
child or student. Conferences provide an opportunity for shar- 
ing information and views designed to promote the welfare of 
the child or student under consideration. 


The first annual Science Fair for grades 5 through 8 was 
held in the spring. The Hadley PTA sponsored this effort and 
offered awards for outstanding contributions and exhibits. Most 
of the projects were developed during outside of school hours. 
Projects should be mandatory as a home work assignment in 
order to get a maximum participation at the Junior High School 
level. 


The citizens of Hadley have quietly demonstrated the basic 
truth that our schools are just as good as the local community 
wants them to be. 


My sincere thanks to the School Committee, Town Officials, 
members of the staff and townspeople for their continued co- 
operation. In closing I call your attention to the reports and 
statistics which follow.

ADDITIONAL FACILITIES 


For the past several years, my annual reports have dealt 
primarily with the need for additional facilities. With the future 
erection of the addition voted by the town at the special town 
meeting last November, the problem of additional facilities will 
be eliminated. I might add that this was done none too soon for 
with 387 students in the building this year and an anticipated 
enrollment of over 400 next year, the present facilities just 
would not be adequate. Also, Hopkins Academy was evaluated 
in 1958 by the New Engiand Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools and must be re-evaluated within a ten-year period; 
namely, 1968. A year is needed for a self-evaluation in prepara- 
tion for an evaluation. In view of the fact that the Association 
recommends that a school should occupy a new building or a new 
addition for one year before starting an evaluation, a further 
delay in the construction of the addition would not have allowed 
enough time to follow the recommended time table. 


On behalf of the adminstration, faculty, students and most 
important of all, the future students of Hopkins Academy, I 
would like to thank all the members of the School Committee 
and School Building Committee for their untiring efforts in ob- 
taining these facilities. May I also thank all the townspeople 
for supporting these committees so overwhelmingly at the special 
town meeting. 


TERCENTENARY YEAR 


The year 1964 was a very important year to everyone con- 
nected with Hopkins Academy for it was the Tercentenary year 
of the school. Having been founded in 1664, Hopkins Academy 
is one of the oldest schools in continuous existence in the entire 
United States. According to Mrs. Margaret Dwyer who, after a 
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tremendous amount of research, recently published a most inter- 
esting history of the school, Hopkins ranks seventh in New Eng- 
land chronologically. Those founded before Hopkins were: 


1635 - Boston Latin School 

1636 - Harvard College 

1638 - Hartford Public High School 

1642 - Cambridge Latin School 

1645 - Roxbury Latin School 

1660 - Hopkins Grammar (New Haven, Conn.) 
1664 - Hopkins Academy

The Hopkins Academy class of 1964 numbered 50 students 
and they compiled an outstanding record of achievement. Being 
the tercentenary class of the school gave them the pride and in- 
centive, I am sure, to attain these records. Of the 59 students, 
15 were accepted into four year colleges with 13 actually enroll- 
ing this past September. This number (13) represents 26% of 
the class which is twice as high a percentage as last year. An 
amazing 82% (41 students) have continued their education be- 
yond high school and this does not include the two boys who 
entered the service and have attended service training schools.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and members of the Hadley 
School Committee: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the 1963-64 school 
year. 


“Can health be taught?” The role or function of health edu- 
cation is threefold. First, to follow the World Health Or- 
ganization definition, it is to insure that health is regarded 
as a valued community asset. Second it is to equip the 
individual with knowledge and attitudes which he can use 
to recognize and solve his own health problems. Third is 
to secure the development of the health services.” — Lord 
Hill of Luton 


Physical Exams 


The total number of children having routine physical exam- 
inations were over 400. The number of children examined by 
their own physician was six. The number of children examined 
with parents present - 3. The number of children referred by 
school physicians for further treatment or diagnosis - 19. The 


number of children who completed referral by visiting private 
physicians - 19. 


Dental Health Program 


The Dental Examination Request form was used this year. 
The majority of our students have their own dentists and their 
teeth are well cared for. 


Report on Vision Conservation Program 


School Enrollment 850. 
1. Children tested by Titmus Optical School Vision Tester 
850. 
2. Children failing test 96. 
3. Of the children failing retest who saw an eye special- 
ist, there were 94. 
4. Of the children who were not seen by an eye special- 
ist as a result of failing the vision test, there were 2. 
The Lions Club of Hadley paid for vision tests and many 
pairs of glasses. The Salvation Army also contributed help to 
some of our needy children. 


Due to lack of sufficient time and space the hearing conser- 
vation program was not completed. It was impossible to schedule 
the hearing tests and find an area for testing. Testing in the past 
has been done in the boiler room at Russell and teachers’ room 
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at Hooker. The health room at Hopkins is totally unsuited for 
hearing tests. The boiler under the office and the lights above 
are extremely noisy. There is no natural light and the room is 
totally dark without the artificial lighting. 


I hope that our able School Committee with the School Build- 
ing Needs Committee will develop community awareness and 
appropriate action in the need of a proper health room. 


A study and survey form was completed in planning for a 
state-wide school immunization campaign against diptheria, teta- 
nus, whooping cough, small pox and poliomelitis and boosters. 
The sustained effort to carry out mass immunization programs 
for the protection of children against contagious diseases has 
had a marked influence in lowering the death rate among chil- 
dren. 


Incidence of Communicable Diseases 


The childhood diseases were at the highest level in several 
years. In December we had our first case of mumps, chicken pox, 
and measles. In February we had an outbreak of German mea- 
sles. In March we had a very high incidence of German measles, 
mumps and chicken pox in the order named. The classroom at- 
tendance was lowered by almost one-half in many of the classes 
at Hooker and Russell Schools. The points for parents to re- 
member are that measles can be a dangerous and fatal disease, 
that there protective vaccines available, that the state is not con- 
templating any measles vaccination clinics, and that immuni- 
zation by your own doctor is far safer and more economical than 
an attack of measles. 


Grades 1, 7 and 12 were tested for tuberculosis. One posi- 
tive reactor was found. This family was contacted by the School 
Nurse concerning X-rays and other close contacts. Seven persons 
were X-rayed and found to be negative. A pre-school child was 
advised to have a Tine test after having a chest X-ray. 


The follow-up work done by your nurse created in many 
families an awareness of the importance and necessity for con- 
tinued vigilance in the fight against disease. 


Annual census of physically handicapped children attending 
the Hadley schools number 48. It is mandatory that census of 
the handicapped be made on or before November 1 to the office 
of the Director of Special Education. This includes the blind and 
partially seeing children and emotionally disturbed children. 


Over 800 children reported to the nurse’s office for first aid 
or sudden illnesses and individual counseling. 
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Again I wish to remind parents that defects of vision, hearing, 
and physical defects are reported to parents by mail or by a home 
visit. 

I wish to express my appreciation to Mr. Hulecki, Dr. 
Kennedy, Mrs. Purdy, members of the School Committee, town 


officials and my co-workers as well as many others for the help 
I received this past year.

SCHOOL LUNCH REPORT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


The School Lunch Program, as operated in the Hadley Pub- 
lic Schools, is non-profit and self-supporting. All income derived 
from food services goes into the School Lunch Program revolving 
fund. The Town of Hadley makes no financial contribution to 
the program. 


The Type A lunch consists of two ounces of meat, poultry, 
or fish, 2 ounces of cheese or one egg 1/2 cup of dried beans or 
peas, 4 tablespoons of peanut butter, 3/4 cup of two or more 
vegetables or fruit juice, one slice of bread, 2 teaspoons of butter 
and one half pint unflavored milk. 


Children from grades 1 through 4 pay 20 cents for a Type A 
lunch and students in grades 5 through 12 pay 25 cents. 


The state and federal government gives 9 cents for each meal 
served over the counter to the children. Approximately 94,777 
meals were served during 1964. 


School Lunch Revolving funds were used to purchase 50 
chairs for a total of $412.50 and a new garbage disposal at a cost 
of $295.00. 


The educational objectives of the School Lunch Program are 
twofold: To give children a well balanced lunch and to use the 
noon period as part of the total educational program. 


The School Lunch Program endeavors to prove that health 
is a way of life and through the cooperation of home, school and 
community makes its contribution to improved health of the 
physical fitness of the individual.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


Selectmen, Town of Hadley 
Hadley, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Public Health Nurses 
Committee for the year of 1964. During the year the nurse made 
567 calls and had 118 telephone consultations, these consisted of 
advisory and educational home visits, injections, pre-natal and 
maternal care, follow-up care for Well Child conference and tu- 


berculosis, baths, enemas, dressings and many others. 

This report will not deal with statistics but with the chang- 
ing picture of the activities of the public health nurse not only 
in Hadley but throughout the area. The emphasis on the work 
of the Public Health Nurse, or visiting nurse as she is called in 
some places, has shifted from extensive care of the home nursing 
patient and the young child to advisory and educational work 
and increasingly to geriatric care of the senior citizen. More 
often than not the seriously ill patient is cared for in a nurs- 
ing home or the hospital, the post-operative patient returns to 
the doctor’s office for dressings and follow-up care, but with 
the event of health insurance and medical programs and with 
the life span increasing the public health nurse is called on to 
visit the older patient to administer prescribed injections, give 
baths, assist in planning diets and to lift morale. Over 80% of 
the visits listed above were for the care of the senior citizens. 
Our future programs should be planned with this in mind and 
the townspeople in this group should call the nurse when assis- 
tance is needed. 


Generally speaking the pre-school child in Fadley is a health- 
y, well-fed little individual who is under the regular care of a 
physician. At the Well Child Conference conducted in April only 
one child seriously in need of help was seen, this child has since 
been treated and is now well. Twenty of the twenty-four child- 
ren attending the clinic with their mothers have been seen by 
their doctors within the year, many are under the continuing care 
fo a pediatrician. We are aware that there are children in this 
pre-school age group who should see a physician, but there is a 
notable lack of cooperation on the part of the parents even when 
the full services of the clinic including transportation are offered. 
It is recommended that the Well Child Clinic be discontinued and 
that some other program of care for the pre-school child be in- 
stituted. 
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Members of the group have, in addition to the Well Child 
Conference, actively assisted in the administration of the Tine 
T.B. tests given school children, school physical examination, the 
“WellBee” clinics sponsored by the state and the board of health 
and the Hadley blood donor day. 


The well-stocked Loan Closet which includes almost all of 
the items needed for home nursing care, wheel chairs and crut- 
ches has been supplemented recently by the addition of two 
portable walkers and two pairs of Canadian crutches, all items 
are available through the nurse or may be had free of charge by 
contacting Mrs. John Sessions, Loan Closet Chairman. 


It has been our pleasure to meet with the newly formed 
Board of Health and to assist them by staffing the diptheria- 
tetnus and Sabin trivalent immunization program for adults 
which was conducted during the latter part of the year. 


A vote of thanks is also given to the selectmen who are al- 
ways available for consultation and support and to our nurse, 
Mrs. Vanasse who has carried on most of a busy year in spite of 
her own illness. 


We are extremely grateful to Mrs. Patrick (Dorothy) Kel- 
leher, R.N. who has twice this year substituted as Public Health 
Nurse during Mrs. Vanasse’s hospitalization and convalesence. 
Mrs. Kelleher took over twice during emergencies and has been 
standing by on a day to day basis in case of need. She has served 
this year as treasurer and has been secretary and a valued mem- 
ber of the board. 

Meetings which are announced in the newspapers are always 
open to the public and we welcome new members.

Parts of the sidewalks on Russell Street, West Street West, 
West Street East, Middle Street, and North Hadley were resur- 
faced with fine asphalt concrete 


Ditches 


General work was done in the ditches by cutting brush,clean- 
ing out, and spraying with a weed killer. A Drag Line Shovel 
was used in the ditch easterly of Mr. George Dugan’s residence. 
Work was supervised by Soil Conservation Service engineers. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


East Street junction of Newton Lane northerly for approxi- 
mately 300 feet to Rocky Hill Road was reconstructed and wid- 
ened to 30 feet. Drainage was constructed to Mr. J. T. Sadlowski’s 
residence. This system drains southerly to East Street ditch. Be- 
ginning at Mr. Chester Sadlowski’s residence, drainage was con- 
structed northerly through Rocky Hill Road to the Connecticut 
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River. Using a gravel base 12 inches in depth, 1 1/2” Asphalt 
concrete was applied on top of the gravel. In the spring, the 
road will be completed by applying one more coat of one-inch 
asphalt concrete and grading. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


General maintenance was carried out on all Chapter 90 roads, 
and surface treatment as follows: beginning at railroad tracks 
northerly to Huntington Road.

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The Fire Department is progressively assuming greater re- 
sponsibilities in the roll of protection of life and property. 


The statistics for the year indicate that the Department has 
had a general increase in services which are demanded of it. 


The expansion of the Department facilities with the North 
Hadley station operational has given the people added protec- 
tion in their immediate area. Trucks can be dispatched with 
greater speed now in the North end of Town. 


Citizens of Town who reside above Huntington Rd. and are 
serviced with an ALpine exchange telephone are reminded that 
when they call for the Fire Department thru the Operator they 
should ask for the Hadley Fire Dept. or dial 584-1112 direct. 


This past year I invoked a fee of $1.00 for the application to 
install or alter oil burning equipment. A total of $31.00 was 
turned in to the Town Clerk’s office. 


Permits for out door burning were held to a minimum this 
year due to the extended dry spell which prevailed creating 
hazardous conditions. 


A number of men took the opportunity this year to attend 
courses offered in fire fighting and rescue work. This is held in 
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the Bradley-Palmer State park in Topsfield, Mass. under the di- 
rection and guidance of trained personnel. This is strictly volun- 
tary insofar as these men go to these schools on their own time 
and are not compensated for the time spent at the school. The 
interest that is shown with the eagerness to learn more about 
fire fighting will some day be rewarding. 


The repair work on the West St. station has been completed 
as far as the funds allotted could carry them and it is my fervent 
hope that the remainder of the job can be completed so the whole 
building will have new siding. The work that has been done 
has vastly improved the appearance of the building. 


As was stated in my opening statement the Department has 
been called uvon to perform many duties other than fire fighting. 
Such was the case in the month of September, when a call came 
in to render assistance for the two men from the Highway Dept. 
who had been trapped by a cave-in on the Rocky Hill Rd. drain- 
age project. 


The annual invitation to the Crash Seminar, held at West- 
over Field was attended by two officers and myself. Each year 
new methods in combating fire in downed air craft are demon- 
strated and much knowledge is gained from this program. Force- 
able entry, proper approach to burning aircraft and the proper 
procedure in the the removal of the pilot in the plane if he has 
crashed with the eiection seat in an armed position. I feel that 
this information is vital because planes from Westover are con- 
stantly flying over Hadley in the take-off and approach for land- 
ing pattern. 


A letter of thanks was received from the Selectmen of the 
Town of Conway for the assistance under the Mutual Aid agree- 
ment of the Tri State Association. The tank truck was sent to 
Conway with water because of the lack of available water to 
fight a fire of major proportion. 


After a peroid of time when the response to alarms by the 
Department was very limited we were confronted with a series 
of fires that burdened both the men and equipment to capacity. 


These major fires created a situation where it became nec- 
essary to call for Mutual Aid for assistance and to have the State 
Fire Marshal investigate in an attempt to find out the cause of 
these fires. 


A map of Town with all hydrants indicated with a stick pin 
has been completed and a report of the hydrant survey submitted 
in my report for the month of July was turned over to the Se- 
lectmen. 


Open house was held at the No. Hadley Station in October. 
A job well done and my compliments to the men who contri- 
buted to the successful transformation of the old building to 
what it is today. 


In closing my report I wish to thank the men who responded 
to the alarms when sounded and for the cooperation from the 
Police Department who handled traffic at the scene of fires.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


During 1964 Goodwin Memorial Library and the branch of 
the library in North Hadley were open twenty-four hours a week 
excepting legal holidays and on the occurence of one big snow 
storm. Mondays the North Hadley branch is open two hours in 
both afternoon and evenings. Tuesday and Fridays the central 
library is open during the afternoon and evening as well as 
Wednesday and Thursday afternoons. 


The total circulation, that is the number of times books were 
borrowed was 8439. At the branch the total circulation was 
2944. The circulation of Bookmobile books included in these 
totals was tabulated for both libraries together: Adult fiction 464. 
Adult non-fiction 153, Juvenile fiction 451, Juvenile non-fiction 
313. The variety provided by the Bookmobile has given added 
pleasure to users of the Library. 


Three hundred and three new books were purchased. Of 
this number 183 were for the younger readers, 120 for adults. 
Two large, beautifully illustrated volumes were purchased with 
the interest of the Ryan bequest. A twenty volume set of the 
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World Book Encyclopedia 1960 was given to the North Hadley 
library by Hopkins Academy. Yearbooks 1961-1965 have been 
ordered to bring it up to date. A number of books were given 
to the libraries by townspeople. 


The Trustees would like to acknowledge the importance of 
the Reading Program directed by Miss Helen Nash. In 1964 a 
total of 758 certificates were prepared by Miss Nash and pre- 
sented to students of Junior High by the Trustees. Students of 
Russell School received 86 certificates. The Trustees appreciate 
the cooperation of the librarians Miss Grace Crosier, Mrs. George 
Pratt and the assistants Justina Kielec, Marie Lastowski, Mar- 
jorie Pratt, and Lois Stiles. These certificates represent a total 
of 4864 books read for general information and pleasure. 


The new door installed at the Russell Street entrance and a 
weatherproof hatchway at Goodwin Memorial plus the floor 
sanded at North Hadley have been the major improvements. Two 
important but less expensive items were a telephone installation 
and the purchase of a vacuum cleaner. 


During the year the Museum in the Goodwin Memorial Li- 
brary has been supervised by Mr. Horace Ethier. He is pleased 
to open the room by appointment as attendance has not justified 
a reguler schedule. 


The Trustees are gratified by the Town’s support of the Li- 
brary and only wish that more people would make use of the 
books and magazines which are provided. The librarians and 
custodians have given their usual excellent service during the 
past year. It is appreciated.

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The newly formed Board of Health takes pleasure in its 
first report. Since starting our duties in this office, we have been 
very occupied. After election, we organized, nominating Daniel 
Omasta Jr., Chairman, Stanley Fil, acting Sanitarian and Stuart 
M. Russell, third member. 


At the annual town meeting, the plumbing code was voted 
on and adopted. Our first order of business was getting the 
plumbing code printed up and distributed to every householder 
in town. 


The Board of Health appointed Peter Salvatore as acting 
plumbing inspector. We have petitioned the Civil Service Board 
in Boston for an examination for plumbing inspector. The ex- 
amination has been held. We have been informed by Mr. Sal- 
vatore that he did pass the examination. This post pays six hun- 
dred dollars ($600.00) per year. The Board of Health has been 
well satisfied with Mr. Salvatore’s work. 


At this time we would like to thank the Board of Selectmen 
for their full cooperation in assisting us in unpleasant decisions 
and work. We are most pleased with the fine assistance we re- 
ceived from our Chief of Police, Mr. Koloski and his men for 
taking care of a multitude of complaints on dogs, dog bites and 
carrying out the duties of these most important duties. You, 
the people of Hadley have elected us to this office and we will 
carry out these duties, with the best of our ability to serve 
everyone.

Farm Labor Camps 


Inspection of all farm labor camps have been inspected 
thoroughly before occupancy. We were quite satisfied with the 
living quarters of each. Few of the camps were not meeting the 
State Sanitary Code. Recommendations were made to improve 
living quarters at a few sites. These were done to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Health. 
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Swimming Pools 


Swimming pools now come under the State Sanitary Code. 
Pools for public usage or being constructed for same require 
an application and must be approved by the Board of Health. 
Eating Establishment Inspection 


An inspection of all eating and drinking premises was 
carried out this past fall. Mr. Dranka from the State Public 
Health Department and board member Stanley Fil carried out 
this inspection. Swab tests were taken on glasses, tumblers and 
cooking utensils. Results of these tests were sent to each club, 
restaurant, etc. A few reports were satisfactory to our Board. A 
more rigid insvection will be carried out on a monthly or weekly 
basis, since the bacteria count registered well over the expected. 
Our Board of Health will give this phase closer supervision. 


Rat Control—Town Dump 


This past fall the Department of Wildlife and Natural Re- 
sources supervised baiting the town dump with a highly toxic 
poison. The Board of Health carried out this important and 
most necessary task. The rat population has exploded to great 
proportions at the dump. The baiting of these pests eliminated 
at least 60% . At this time our board feels that if to gain a better 
control on rats, we must carry out this program at least three 
times a year. The cost of each baiting is roughly one hundred 
dollars. With no garbage collection in town, garbage is also be- 
ing dumped in the dump. We have some well fed rats. Until 
garbage is disposed of through another source, we urge that a 
more rigid control of dumping of garbage be found at the dump. 
We hope the Board of Health and the Board of Selectmen come 
up with a solution. At this time we urge all town residents 
to comply and dump no rubbish and garbage when the dump 
is closed for our rat control program. Thank you. 
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REPORT OF THE SANITARIAN 


This is the first year Hadley has the Sanitarian and the con- 
venience to be connected with a public sewer. Hooker School, 
Russell School, and The American Legion are the first public 
buildings now using the sewer along with a few private homes 
connected. I urge the residents and business places which are 
along the sewer line system to be connected as soon as possible, 
so that the system would work more efficiently. Mass. General 
Law chapter 83, section 11 states ‘‘The board of health of a town 
may require the owner or occupant of any building upon land 
abutting on a public or private way, in which there is a common 
sewer, to connect the same therewith by a sufficient drain, and 
such owner or occupant who fails to comply with such order 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than two hundred 
dollars.” 


The sewer will serve as a blessing for many occupants, as 
their present septic tank and absorbent soil condition cannot 
withstand modern livirg standards. 


Home owners are reminded, that a written permit is re- 
quired before installing a new septic tank, cesspool or leaching 
trench. This permit should be obtained before the digging be- 
gins. Discharging of sewage waste into a body of water creates 
an unsanitary condition.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley, 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners have met every Monday 
evening at the Town Hall since their election, for a total of 46 
regular meetings. We have also held other meetings with the 
Selectmen, and the Hadley Development and Industrial Commis- 
sion. This Board also attended a conference with the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency in New York City about project 
changes. 


The first project initiated by this Board was the installation 
of risers on the Middle Street sewer, extension of the then 
present Middle Street sewer northly across Route 9 to the Hooker 
School and thence easterly to the American Legion Building. 
This provided sewer accessibility to the schools and public build- 
ings in the center of the town. 


Our next three contracts carried the sewer along the nor- 
therly side of Russell Street from the American Legion Building 
easterly to Spruce Hill; thence along Mill Valley Road to a pump- 
ing station; thence across the B & M Railroad property to the 
southerly side of Russell Street in the vicinity of the Hadley 
Garden Center; thence easterly along the southerly side of Rus- 
sell Street to the proposed shopping center property. Also in- 
cluded in these contracts is a sleeve and pipe across Route 9 in 
the vicinity of the Drive-In Theatre to handle the property on 
the northerly side of this highway. These last three contracts 
will be completed in the Spring of 1965 which will complete 
Phase I of the Hadley Sewer System. 


To date, we have received sewer entrance applications from 
thirteen residents, one nursing home, one church, one garden 
center, two schools and the American Legion Building. These 
are in various stages of construction in that some are already 
using the sewer, and others are in the process of making con- 
nections. The Pumping Station at Middle Street and Bay Road 
has been completed and is in automatic operation. The Sewage 
Treatment Plant has been completed and was functioning properly 
until it had to be shut down in mid-December. The need for 
this shut down was caused by the lack of sewer flow which al- 
lowed this sewage to cool to the freezing point. Our Engineers 
estimated an average flow of 5,000 gallons per day at the time 
of shut down with practically no flow when the schools were 
not in session. A flow of 60,000 gallons per day is required be- 
fore satisfactory winter operation can be expected. 
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The completed sewage system will compose of approximately 
3.3 miles of street sewers, two pumping stations, and the Indian 
Hill Treatment Plant. 


At present, the sewer is available to all residents on South 
Middle Street and all residents on the northerly side of Russell 
Street from the Library to Spruce Hill. 


It is our hope that everyone along the above mentioned 
route will take advantage of the sewer in order that our system 
can operate properly. 


After a study of data provided by the State Department of 
Public Health and surrounding cities and towns, the Board set 
a sewer entrance fee of $250.00 per single residence, and $50. for 
each additional apartment. The entrance fees for Public and 
Commercial Buildings will be set by the Board upon application. 
A proposed annual rental fee for sewer users is included in an 
article in the Town Warrant. 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners have appointed Mr. An- 
thony M. Kowal as Superintendent of Sewers to maintain the 
Treatment Plant, Pumping Station and sewers. 


For future planning, the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
have taken advantage of Public Law 560, 83rd Congress, as amen- 
ded, and have applied for federal funds, at no cost to the Town, 
to design a system of sanitary sewers, sewage pumping station, 
and related pressure sewer together with all appurtenances to 
serve the central area of Hadley. 


We wish to thank all the Town Officials and departments 
who co-operated so fully, and helped this new board get under 
way. We also appreciate the tolerance of the townspeople who 
had the appearance of their property distracted by our construc- 
tion.

Board of Sewer Commissioners 
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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Cemetery Committee hereby submits their annual 
report. 


The season of 1964, brought forth a situation that has not 
been experienced before. The driest season in a 100 years made 
a distinct difference in our maintenance expense; whereas it 
has not been unusual for caretakers to mow the grass from 
twenty-five to thirty times a season in some cemeteries on light 
land, this year about five or six times was sufficient. It can not 
be ascertained at this time, whether or not the lawns are killed 
out and would require some new seeding next year. 


A large elm tree was removed from a road corner at the 
North Hadley cemetery, this was long over due, as there was 
not enough clearance between the huge roots and a massive 
granite curbing, cars and especially hearses were getting damaged 
in trying to turn the corner. The tree dept. removed the tree, 
and the abuttors Mr. & Mrs. Treft, allowed us to fall the tree on 
their garden, which expedited the job, for which we were duly 
grateful. 


We had some vandalism this year, apparently caused by 
young boys, who overturned some monuments, two of which 
could be re-erected, and some previously repaired after the 1936 
flood, could not be re-assembled. One can not help but wonder 
why, do we have to put up with this sort of thing? 


The large number of slim marble markers so prevalent in 
use from 1825 to 1890, especially in the center cemetery are very 
fragile, and offer a problem as to what to do in the future 
about them. Contributing factors to their poor condition are no 
foundations under them and the battering they took by ice and 
debris in the 1936 flood. 


The family names in most cases no longer exist in this area, 
and local people have no knowledge of their descendants. 

We ask for an appropriation of $1,600.00 plus income in- 
vested funds for 1965.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report as Chief of Police of 
the Town of Hadley, for the year 1964. 


The Police Department has a force of eight men, six of which 
were elected as constables at the last annual Town meeting. 
They are as follows: Tony Gesiorek, Frank E. Koloski, Michael 
Martula, John Pliska, Charles Wanat, and Edward S. Waskie- 
wicz. The Department has two part-time Civil Service Police 
Officers; they are John H. Kowal and Joseph S. Wanczyk. 


The year 1964 had 109 accidents in the Town; two of which 
were fatal. The majority of the accidents occured on Route 9. 


Following is a summary of the accidents and age groups:

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Planning Board conducted monthly meetings during the 
past year. One permit was granted for a subdivision in North 
Hadley. A Performance Bond was requested with the granting 
of the permit to insure completion of a turnabout in the subdi- 
vision. One gravel and fill removal permit was also granted and 
a Performance Bond was also posted. The posting of bonds for 
permits is significant in that this was the first time in the history 
of the Town that bonds had been requested. 


A great deal of discussion was held about the future of our 
Town. In reviewing the future needs of the Town in regards to 
eventual subdivisions, industry and business, it was felt by the 
board that the By-Laws of the Town are being outdated because 
of the fast growth of our community and therefore revisions 
should be made. It was recommended that a survey or study of 
installing a master plan for the Town should be undertaken. 


A few of the topics of major concern were: 


1. In areas of subdivisions, contractors are to install side- 
walks and sewer pipes 
2. Recreation areas in subdivisions 


3. A need for planning of apartment buildings 
(an area that is not covered by the existing By-Laws) 


4. A study to see if Federal Aid is available for a recreation 
area 


5. Increasing the depth of building lots 


It is hoped that the people of the Town are aware that 
changes must be made to insure the continual growth of our Town 
with the best interests of all the townspeople in mind.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1964. 


In Civil Defense this year the major item for general public 
guidance on survival has been education. Many adult training 
courses have been offered to the public on various phases on the 
preparation for any kind of disaster, natural or nuclear. 


These courses have dealt with the training of personnel in 
the field of radiological monitoring shelter preparation, shelter 
construction, rescue work, in three stages, light, medium, and 
heavy. The teachers have been offered a program from which 
they themselves might learn all about Civil Defense and in turn 
teach it to others and for their efforts, rewarding compensation. 
Unfortunately, only one of these courses offered was attended 
by people who were interested. This was the rescue course. The 
men who took the light rescue course last year signed up for 
the medium course this year and it is my hope that the cycle 


will be completed by having them enroll in the heavy rescue 
course this year. 


The purchase of two items which can be utilized for every 
day activities and yet be held for Civil Defense emergency or 
natural disaster was made. In custody of the Police Department 
is an oxygen unit of the portable variety for use in the cruiser. 
Jurisdiction of a portable pump was given to the Fire Depart- 
ment. This may be used in areas where the trucks may not be 
able to reach water to pump for extinguishing fire. 


A new operational plan for the Town of Hadley has been 
submitted to Sector 4 Headquarters for approval. 


In closing my report I wish to thank all those who volun- 
teered their services when attending schools, meetings, and other 
activities connected with Civil Defense.
